WASHINGTON (AH) - 
President Nixon an- 


nounced Monday night he is releasing to Congress 
and to the nation more than 1.200 pages of White 
House transcripts that he said "will tell it all" 
about Watergate and prove his innocence 


Nixon said the edited transcripts cover all rele- 


vant portions of tape recordings subpoenaed by the 
House Judiciary Committee for its inquiry into his 
possible impeachment 


The President said in a nationally broadcast ad 


dress that for the House committee and for all 
Americans who read the massive set of documents, 
the evidence of his innocence will be persuasive — 
"and I hope conclusive " 
In a 34-mmute speech to the nation. Nixon an- 


lounced what is essentially a compromise, on his 
erms. with the House committees demand for 
ape recordings of 42 White House conversations 


his terms 
—The transcripts, which he said have been 


jdited to eliminate material that has no bearing on 
possible knowledge of Watergate or the cover-up. 
Anil be delivered to the House committee before 
the subpoena deadline at 9 a m. CDT Tuesday. 


—The White House will make these documents 


public after they are delivered to the committee. 


—Rep Peter J Rodmo, D-N J , the committee 


chairman, and Rep Edward Hutchmson. R-Mich . 
the senior GOP member, may listen to the tapes at 
the White House to check the accuracy of the 
transcripts, and to satisfy themselves that no rele- 
vant portions have been eliminated from the 
written record 


Hutchmson said this arrangement seemed to him 


to be adequate, but Democrats on the committee 
were not immediately willing to go along 


The Judiciary committee subpoena covered onlv 


conversations involving Watergate. The panel has 
requested additional material dealing with other 
issues, including the so-called White House 
plumbers operation, the International Telephone & 
Telegraph Corp. case, and dairy cooperative con- 
tributions to the 1972 Nixon campaign. 


The President said the transcripts he is turning 


over cover only those tape recordings relevant to 
Watergate. He did not mention the other controver- 
sies. 


Nixon said that in releasing the transcripts, he is 


waiving his long insistence on executive privilege 
and the confidentiality of the White House conver- 
sations He said he did so primarily "because I 
want there to be no question remaining about the 
fact that the President has nothing to hide in this 
matter." 


Nixon said he was supplying some material the 


committee had not requested But the White House 
would not say how many of the 42 subpoenaed con- 
versations were covered by the transcripts 


Nixon quoted from portions of the transcripts as 


he sharply attacked the testimonv of fired White 
House counsel John W. Dean 111. hi.-, chief 
Watergate accuser. 


Dean told the Senate Watergate committee 


Nixon was aware of the Watergate cover-up on 
Sept 
15. 1972, but the President said the 


transcripts "show clearlv that I first learned of it 
when Mr Dean himself told me about it on March 
21 — some six months later

Sikyta voted yes, while Dick 
Baker cast the lone no vote. 


The resolution the lawmakers 


finally adopted will set a policy 
for the consultants updating the 
Comprehensive Plan to follow in 
developing transportation alter- 
nates for Northeast Lincoln. 


And that planning will not in- 


clude the Northeast Radial, the 
$33 million freeway, as one of 
those alternates, Bailey stressed.

The council's final decision at 


midnight brought a cheer from 
the anti-radial people who filled 
the council chambers to voice 
their viewpoints. More than 300 
people attended the three-hour 


public hearing, which saw 21 
people appear against the 
roadway and nine appear in 
favor of it. 


Planning Director 
Doug 


Brogden presented the ad- 
ministration's position—that of 
waiting 18 months pending the 
update of the Comprehensive 
Plan and the transportation 
studv 


Brogden said the decision 


would allow the consultants 
flexibility in formulating the 
plan, while Public Works Direc- 
tor Bob Obenng said, "We can 
live with it" 


The council also considered, 


but rejected a Robinson amend- 
ment which would have in 
stronger language buried the 
radial once and for all. 


Robinson proposed that the 


consultants 
be directed to 


proceed with the Comprehensive 
Plan in such a manner so that 
the radial in any form, would not

Additionally, he proposed the 


council rescind three previous 
resolutions which authorized 
land acquisition for the freeway 
and authorized the issuance of 
revenue bonds for the project 


That proposal lost 4-3, with 


Bailey and Dennev supporting 
Robinson. 


Boosalis said she favored 


Bailey's language over Robin- 
son's since it gave the con- 
sultants "a little more latitude."

Algiers — The United States and the Soviet 


Union agreed in a joint statement Monday to use 
their influence and to coordinate their efforts to 
achieve "a positive outcome" in the current Middle

Henry A Kissinger and Soviet Foreign Minister 
Andrei A Gromyko. was interpreted by American 
sources as a boost to Kissinger's efforts to bring 


about a troop disengagement between Syria and 
Israel on the Golan Heights

fully in the negotiations, which up to now have 
been dominated by the United States.

Charges Are 'Harassment 


Tallahassee <UPD - US Sen. Edward 


Gumey. R-Fla.. a member of the Senate Watergate 
Committee, confirmed Monday that he has been in- 
dicted on charges of failing to report campaign con- 
tributions and called it "political harrassment" 


"I am confident that the process of justice in 


the courts will operate swiftly to vindicate me of 
this unwarranted charge and any wrongdoing." 
Gumey said in a brief statement telephoned to UPI 
after another source disclosed the indictment 


"I am absolutely innocent" be said. 
"This is deliberate political harassment of the 


basest order." the statement, read by aide John 
Gardner, said

Marshall Hams. D-Miami. who personally took the 
charge to the Leon County grand jury, and at State 
Sen Richard Pettigrew. D-Miami. who is a can- 
didate for the Democratic nomination for Gurney s 
seat"A U S Senate seat is clearly at stake here."

Court Judge John A. Rudd advised the jurors that 
the law applied to a person between campaigns if 
he intended to be a candidate. Gumey recently an- 
nounced his candidacy for reelection.

Marshall. William 0. Douglas 
and William J. Brennan Jr. con- 
curred in the case, they said the 
court should have reached the 
question of First Amendment 
rights for prisoners. 


The decision as handed down 


did not touch on First Amend- 
ment rights as such. Instead, the 
court found that direct cen- 
sorship infringed on the free 
speech inherent in a communica 
tion between prisoner and non- 
prisoner through the mail.

time in Omaha, Sen. Terry Carpenter has 
arranged it for free. A week proceeding the 
May 14 primary, Carpenter will call to 
order at the Douglas County Courthouse 
the Legislative Council's executive board. 


The three-day hearing was called to 


gather information pertinent to a resolu- 
tion, sponsored by Carpenter, which seeks 
a legislative analysis and evaluation of the 
outside professional and consulting fees 
earned by state employes, including 
employes of the University of Nebraska 
Medical Center. It is obvious, however, 
that abortion policies at the center will 
share a large part of the limelight. 


Carpenter knows a subject that will 


command attention when he sees one. 


Generally speaking, one might think 


that the executive board of the Legislature 
has every right and perhaps even a respon- 
sibility to look into the affairs of the center. 


But this is not going to be any ordinary 


look at things. The hearing will focus on 
personal and professional work of the 
center faculty outside their faculty commit- 
ment. 


Thus, the committee will be looking 


not so much at what the doctors are doing 
as faculty members, but what they are 
doing beyond that. This will cover both the 
nature and the fee income of that outside 
work. 


Again, the Legislature might have 


some legitimate concern in this area but it 
is not apparent at the moment. On this and 
other occasions, the Legislature has shown 
a snooping tendency that comes very close 
to impinging upon academic freedom. 


The Carpenter hearing has all the 


potential of turning into a witch hunt. It 
has obviously been scheduled to give the 
Scottsbluff senator TV exposure in Omaha 
in his bid for the Democratic nomination 
for lieutenant governor. 


Even for Terry, the potential of the 


thing is pretty terrible. Only an unexpected 
display of statesmanship by him and his 
colleagues will save the situation from 
what could easily be a destructive and dis- 
asterous blow to the medical center. 


The Legislature is bent too far toward 


meddling too deeply in the internal affairs 
of the university. We don't need the 
Legislature assuming the role of the Board 
of Regents. 


The Jury Says Not Guilty 


The decision in the Mitchell-Stans trial 


should build faith in the American jury 
system in one important regard. 


Contrary to the notion put forth by ad- 


ministration backers that the public has 
been hypnotized by media hysterical over 
Watergate and other scandals, the federal 
court jury in New York apparently was not 
influenced in any meaningful way by the 
publicity of activities alleged to the Presi- 
dent of the United States and many of his 
administration and campaign officials. 


The jury apparently was able to view 


the evidence dispassionately and it con- 
cluded that the prosecution's case against 
the former attorney general and the former 
commerce secretary and campaign finance 
chief was insufficient to support a guilty 
verdict on any of the charges of conspiracy, 
obstruction of justice or perjury. One 
might conclude that there wasn't any case 
at all against Mitchell and Stans so far as 
the Vesco contribution was concerned. 


The verdict will be seen in many quarters 


as casting doubt on the credibility of the 
prosecution's witnesses — mainly John 


Dean, who also happens to be the 
President's main accuser. 


But that involves the other important 


aspect of the Mitchell-Stans case: that it is 
that alone, and nothing more. Some of the 
President's men have pleaded guilty 
and have gone to jail. Two have been 
acquitted in the Vesco matter. But Mitchell 
is under indictment on other charges; 
Stans is under investigation on other ac- 
tivities; trial has been set for several 
presidential aides in connection with 
Watergate and the President himself still 
faces the possibility of impeachment. 


Each of these cases will be settled on 


their merits in the appropriate forum — 
either by judge, jury or Congress — and in- 
dependent of the outcomes of other cases. 


Sunday's verdict by no means 


diminishes the President's responsibility to 
release all the evidence he has regarding 
his possible complicity in the activities still 
under investigation. 


Mitchell and Stans were found inno- 


cent in the Vesco case but nobody else has 
goiten off the hook with them. 


Rood To The White House 


There it was, the Kennedy magic at 


work. "We love the Kennedys — he and his 
brothers," said one man-on-the-street as 
the Edward M. Kennedy family received 
cheers and greetings from the crowds 
around them. 


The scene was at Tbilisi, in Soviet 


Georgia, the home territory of the late 
Josef Stalin. But in Kennedy's mind, might 
it not just as likely have been Main Street, 
U.S.A.? 


When the senator from Massachusetts 


returned home last week from his visit to 
the Soviet Union, he again said flatly that 
he was not going to run for the presidency 
in 1976. 


But the trip had to help the senator to 


keep his options open. 


In talking for hours with Secretary 


Brezhnev about the affairs of the world, 
chiding Muscovites about defense spending 
and lecturing them on the virtues of an 
open society and candidly discussing the 
emigration problem with Russian Jews, 
Kennedy reminds us of other American 
politicians who have taken to the road to 
build a foreign policy-wise image on which 
to base, in part, a presidential campaign.

To Your Good Health 


Dear Dr. Thosteson: I am the widow of a 


physician but have not been able to obtain 
definite answers to the following, and hope you 
can give me the information. 


1—Since so much calcium is thrown off by 


the body, what is the optimal amount for an 
adult to ingest every day? 


2—How much vitamin D is needed to 


facilitate absorption of that amount? 


3—Is there any danger to the body (I am 65) 


from taking too much calcium daily? 
- Mrs. L.S. 


A healthy body has the remarkable function 


of absorbing and utilizing as much calcium as it 
needs. The recommended daily requirement is 
.75 lo 1.0 gram per day — so readily obtained 
from any reasonable diet that there is no need 
tc try to calculate it. 


Second question: vitamin D requirement is 


400 international units a day. also readily ob- 
tainable from dairy products and fat ir. the diet. 


Third' ordinarily there is no risk in taking 


more calcium than you need as the body will 
discharge the excess. The exception would be in 
case of a disorder such as certain types of 
kidney stones, for whicn you might be advised 
to follow a limited-calcium diet 


Fear of "too much calcium" doubtless 


stems from frequent reference to "calcium 
deposits" or "calcium spots" in relation to Jung 
spots, tendon disorders or the like. This is 
because ralnum is a necessary element in a 
healing process and does not mean that the 
patient has been getting too much in his food 
(Calcium is essential, too, for dotting of blood, 
so "easy bruising" can develop from a calcium 
deficiency i 


Dear Dr. Tbosteson; Recently my doctor 


ordered a BUN test. After fasting, "the te?t 
showed abnormal The test was repeated after a 
fall day of normal eating and consuming liquids, 
and shows a high normal (26). What does BUN 
mean and what is its effect on the function of 
the kidneys? Does it love amthing to do with 
the blood saga level? All other tests checked 
ottl aormai.

The BUN test stands for "blood urea 


nitrogen," and since wastes to be discharged 


from the body contain substantial amounts of 
nitrogen, the test indicates the ability of the 
kidneys to remove nitrogen waste products 
from the blood stream. 


The test has no effect on the function of the 


kidneys: it is a measure of their effectiveness. 
(There is no relation in the test to blood sugar.) 


The test may be temporarily elevated after 


a meal: hence the fasting level is more signifi- 
cant.

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Dear Dr. Thosteson: I recently suffered an 


attack of gout. I was cautioned to avoid organ 
meats and fish in my diet Are tbere any other 
dietary precautions?

The organ meats (liver, kidneys, heart, 


sweetbreads, etc.) are high in purines and hence 
should be avoided by gout patients. A flat 
prohibition of fish is not warranted, because 
some are high in punnes and others are not. 
Roe sardines and anchovies should be avoided, 
but other fish can be eaten in moderate ser- 
vings

Athlete's foot is a fungus infection — but 


not necessanty the same type of fungus in all 
cases When the nails have become infected, in 
my experience it is usually pointless to try any 
home remedies. Rather, go to a dermatologist 
(skin specialist) for a determination of the type 
of fungus He has some medications which are 
available only by prescription. Generally 
speaking, once the fungus is driven out, the 
chances of navmg normal-looking naife are pret-

A Day Of Light

WASHINGTON — When Whitney North 


Seymour Jr., then United States attorney for 
the southern district of New York, called a 
press conference to announce the in- 
dictments of John Mitchell w\ Maurice 
Stans, he heaved a sigh for the cameras and 
bemoaned a "sad day for justice." 


It was. Seymour was playing up the irony 


of a former head of the Justice Department 
being indicted, but the genuine sadness to 
that day was in the way a weak indictment 
based on dubious evidence was used to try to 
catch a couple of big fish in the reign-of- 
terror atmosphere of Watergate. 


The acquittal of the two former cabinet 


members on every one of the counts brought 
against them is significant for these reasons. 


1. People are going to come to understand 


that not every charge brought against an in- 
dividual by a grand jury is true. The verdict 
will come as a shock to those who all too 
readily assume guilt when a prosecutor 
points a finger. 


2. In a televised Senate hearing, or in a 


grand jury session, when only one side is 
presented and no cross-examination is per- 
mitted, it is easy to "convict" the man in the 
hot seat; in a court of law, especially outside 
the publicity-saturated District of Columbia, 
a jury can reach a decision protected from a 
climate of hatred and fear. 


3. This is the first legal event since James 


McCord began to testify, it seems a thousand 
years ago, which came out on the plus side 
for the Nixon men. After an unbroken string 
of indictments, guilty pleas, convictions and 
sentencings, at last the words "not guilty" 
were unabashedly pronounced. And by a 
young jury forewoman whose wisdom and

beauty come across to a few beleagered men 
as the reincarnation of the goddess Athena. 
One swallow doesn't make a summer, but it 
beats the constant sound of distressed 
gulping. 


4. Chief Accuser John Dean 3d was not 


believed. Dean is reverently believed by the 
newsmagazines, by the majority of the 
television audience, and by the special 
prosecutor, but when the chips were down 
he did not deliver — the jury obviously 
decided he was not telling the truth. 
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This week, the President will give the 


judiciary committee transcripts of the 
crucial meetings of last year with John Dean 
and others, and will suggest a way of 
verifying that what has been cut out of the 
transcripts is irrelevent to Watergate. 


When the transcripts are studied, it is my 


guess that the focus will again be on John 


Dean: Was the error he made in placing his 
"tell-all" meeting with the President of 
March 13 just a lapse of memory, or was 
there a reason for it? Did the President tell 
Dean on March 21 to call John Mitchell to ac- 
count, as Dean reported, or was it Dean's 
idea? Does Dean's testimony in the Mitchell- 
Stans trial jibe with what he said he told the 
President and with what the tapes will 
reveal? 


I don't have the answers, but like the jury 


in the Mitchell-Stans trial, I have had my 
suspicions about Dean's truthfulness. 


The verdict in this case does not supply the 


White House with a pail of whitewash to 
splatter all over every Watergate episode, 
but neither can the impeachment brigade 
dismiss it as a fluke or a non-Jaworski 
production. When the House meets to con- 
sider the indictment of the president, it can- 
not shut its eyes to a jury's absolute rejection 
of an indictment of two cabinet members. 


As Mitchell defense counsel Peter 


Fleming asked the jury in his summation, 
with no concern for grammar but with a 
sure grasp of the central issue, "Whom do 
you believe? John Dean or John Mitchell?" 


An American jury, located a decent dis- 


tance away from the hotbed of hatred that 
the nation's capital has become, has 
answered that question with stunning finali- 
ty. 


The next question is equally clear-cut. On 


the basis of the charges we have been 
hearing for more than a year, and on the 
examination of the evidence to be supplied 
this week in all its agonized tardiness, whom 
do you believe — John Dean or Richard 
Nixon?

. . . A Year Of Darkness

BOSTON — How much longer it seems. It 


is just a year since the speech that President 
Nixon hoped would still the tremors of 
Watergate but that in fact marked tiie begin- 
ning of the earthquake: his broadcast ad- 
dress of April 30. 1973. 


That was the speech announcing, among 


other things, the resignations of H. R. 
Haldeman and John Ehrlichman — "two of 
the finest public servants it has been my 
privilege to know." The text repays a 
backward glance now. 


"We must maintain the integrity of the 


White House," Nixon said. "And that integri- 
ty must be real, not transparent There can 
be no whitewash at the White House .. . 


"As the new attorney general, I haw today 


named Elliot Richardson, a man of un- 
impeachable integrity ... I have given him 
absolute authority to make all decisions 
bearing upon the prosecation of the 
Watergate case and related matters ... He 
has the authority to name a special super- 
vising prosecutor ... He wi!! be fearless in 
pursuing this case wherever it leads." 


There is much irony in reading that speech 


today. But we should do more than smile as 
we perceive how time has exposed the 
shameless cynicism of its promises. We 
should understand that its velvet words of 
cooperation and action dosed a determined 
strategy of obstruction and delay — a 
strategy unchanged from then tin now. 


Nixon said he was "determined that we 


should get to the bottom of the matter and 
that the truth should be fully brought out no 
matter who was involved." He praised the 
activities of the Watergate grand jury and "a 
courageous jcdge, John Sirica," and said it 
was "essential that we Jet the judicial 
process go forward." 


Those were the words. What he did was: 


—Resist reqMsts for evidence from the 


special prosecutor, Archibald Cox, sad the 
grand joy. 


-Wbe* the courts upheld ike gmd jury 


svbpoeu for docmoests and tapes, aa- 
oonced that be would aot obey bit wodd

have Senator John Steams verify an edited 
version. 


—When be was compelled to appoint a 


new special prosecutor, Leon Jaworski, 
resist or simply not answer his requests for 
evidence 
* 
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Suppose that Nixon had genuinely decided 


to teD the truth a year ago: the whole truth 
about burglaries and wiretapping and misuse 
of federal agencies and buying of govern- 
ment favors. It would have been unpleasant 
but I think he would have won credit for can- 
dor — and survived, his election mandate 
substantially intact. 


But candor was not hi ban. The intensity 


and deviousness of his resistance to dis- 
closure were fofly measured in the White 
House maneuvers against Cox. That story 
has now been told in remarkable detail by 
Aaron Latham in New York Magaane. His 
article makes clear that the President and 
his aides were ready to use any device to be 
rid of the meddlesome prosecutor. The im- 
age that stacks is of Gen. Alexander Haig, the 
White House dnef of staff, repeatedly telling 
Attorney General Richardson to avoid 
rocking the boat daring the Middle East war. 


Now here we are replaying fte fanrifiar 


pronases and the familiar devices in the set- 
ting of wiptsicluueul. A whole year on, and 


more than two months after the House 
Judiciary Committee's request for tapes and 
documents, the White House promises to 
produce edited evidence of what one un- 
named aide says in an interview will be "the 
totality of the President's knowledge and ac- 
tions." 


That same anonymous voice, which sounds 


very much like General Haig's, warns against 
letting the Democrats "drag it out through 
the summer ... it would be a tragedy." he 
said, "and would involve the full array of our 
relations with the Europeans. Soviets and 
other leaders." 
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If Nixon wanted to have the impeachment 


issue decided promptly, he would naturally 
have produced the evidence requested by the 
House Judiciary Committee at once, if he 
had confidence in his innocence, he would 
have produced it all. For his talk of limiting 
disclosure to what he considers "relevant" is 
inside out: if he produced it all. and there 
was nothing to incriminate him. that would 
be a highly relevant fart. But proof of in- 
nocence can never be inferred from a less- 
than-complete disclosure. 


Of coarse there is really DO secret in what 


Nixon and his lawyers are about They have 
sought from the start of the impeachment 
process to limit the evidence. It win 
doubtless be their aim now to argue tor 
another month or two about the degree of 
compliance with the committee's subpoena. 


Twist deceive, evade, defy, provoke, 


divide: Those are the tactics. No one should 
underestimate the difficulty that the House 
committee faces in dealing with them. The 
jury's verdict in the Mitchell-Stans trial, and 
the fortuitous timing of that relatively weak 
case, will make things harder 


The committee is a diverse group oi peo- 


ple, not bom for heroism, but so far it has 
done its job despite difficult conditions. 
Tbere is reason to hope that it win continue 
to resist the lore of diversions and press on 
to judgment

Co n trary to the n o tio n p u t fo rth by ad­ 
min istratio n back ers that the p u blic has 
been hy p n o tized by media hy sterical o v er 
Watergate an d o ther scan dals, the federal 
co u rt ju ry in New Yo rk ap p aren tly was n o t 
in flu en ced in an y mean in gfu l way by the 
p u blicity o f activ ities alleged to the Presi­ 
den t o f the Un ited States an d man y o f his 
admin istratio n an d camp aign o fficials.

1—Since so much calcium is thro wn o ff by 
the bo dy , what is the o ptimal amo unt fo r an 
adult to ingest ev ery day ? 
2—Ho w much v itamin D is needed to 
facilitate abso rptio n o f that amo unt? 
3—Is there any danger to the bo dy (I am 6 5) 
fro m taking to o much calcium daily ? 
- Mrs. L.S. 


A healthy bo dy has the remark able fu n ctio n 
o f abso rbin g an d u tilizin g as mu ch calciu m as it 
n eeds. The reco mmen ded daily req u iremen t is 
.7 5 to 1.0 gram p er day — so readily o btain ed 
fro m an y reaso n able diet that there is n o n eed 
to try - to calcu late it. 
Seco n d q u estio n : v itamin D req u iremen t is 
400 in tern atio n al u n its a day , also readily o b­ 
tain able fro m dairy p ro du cts an d fat in the diet. 
Third: o rdin arily there is n o risk in tak in g 
mo re calciu m than y o u n eed as the bo dy will 
discharge the ex cess. The ex cep tio n wo u ld be in 
case o f a diso rder su ch as certain ty p es o f 
k idn ey sto n es, fo r which y o u might be adv ised 
to fo llo w a limited-calciu m diet. 
Fear o f “to o mu ch calciu m” do u btless 
stems fro m freq u en t referen ce to “calciu m 
dep o sits” o r “calciu m sp o ts” in relatio n to lu n g 
sp o ts, ten do n diso rders o r the lik e. This is 
becau se calciu m is a n ecessary elemen t in a 
healin g p ro cess an d do es n o t mean that the 
p atien t has been gettin g to o mu ch in his fo o d. 
(Calciu m is essen tial, to o , fo r clo ttin g o f blo o d, 
so “easy bru isin g" can dev elo p fro m a calciu m 
deficien cy )

Dear Dr. Tho steso n: Recently my do cto r 
o rdered a BUN test. After fasting, the test 
sho wed abno rmal. The test was repeated after a 
full day o f no rmal eating and co nsuming liquids, 
and sho ws a high no rmal (20). What do es BUN 
mean and what is its effect o n the functio n o f 
the kidney s? Do es it hav e any thing to do with 
the blo o d sugar lev el? All o ther tests checked 
o ut no rmal.

The BUN test stands fo r “ blo o d urea 
nitro gen,” and since wastes to be discharged 


fro m the bo dy co n tain su bstan tial amo u n ts o f 
n itro gen , the test in dicates the ability o f the 
k idn ey s to remo v e n itro gen waste p ro du cts 
fro m the blo o d stream. 
The test has n o effect o n the fu n ctio n o f the 
k idn ey s; it is a measu re o f their effectiv en ess. 
(There is n o relatio n in the test to blo o d su gar.) 
The test may be temp o rarily elev ated after 
a meal; hen ce the fastin g lev el is mo re sign ifi­ 
can t.

(sk in sp ecialist) fo r a determin atio n o f the ty p e 
o f fu n gu s He has so me medicatio n s which are 
av ailable o n ly by p rescrip tio n . Gen erally 
sp eak in g, o n ce the fu n gu s is driv en o u t, the 
chan ces o f hav in g n o rmal-lo o k in g n ails are p ret­ 
ty go o d.

2. In a telev ised Senate hearing, o r in a 
grand jury sessio n, when o nly o ne side is 
presented and no cro ss-ex aminatio n is per­ 
mitted. it is easy to “ co nv ict” the man in the 
ho t seat; in a co urt o f law, especially o utside 
the publicity -saturated District o f Co lumbia, 
a jury can reach a decisio n pro tected fro m a 
climate o f hatred and fear.

counselors, the students said.

up their minds," noted Shari Patrick, 
East High School student.

CBS, ABC Say White House 
Retaliating With Antitrust Suit 


LOS A N G E LE S (AP) - The

networks accused the Nixon ad­ 
ministration Monday of bringing 
an antitrust suit aamst them in 
retaliation for the networks’ 
refusal to “play ball" with the 
administration. 
In legal documents filed here, 
the two networks said some of 
their representatives, including 
CBS White House correspondent 
Dan Rather, were “quietly and 
privately threatened” by ad­ 
ministration spokesmen Among 
those named as having issued 
threats were Press Secretary 
Ronald L. 
Ziegler, former 
domestic affairs adviser John D. 
Ehrlichman and former special 
counsel Charles W Colson. 
Rather, in a sworn affadavit. 


U. S. Dollar 
At New Low 
In Europe 


LONDON (AP) - The U S 
dollar dropped to record lows on 
European money markets Mon­ 
day. apparently depressed by an- 
nouncem ent of the first 
American trade deficit in 10 
months. 
The dollar has been on the 
slide since January, losing ap­ 
proximately 15 per cent against 
the West German mark, 14 per 
cent against the Swiss franc. 10 
per cent against the pound 
sterling and 2 5 per cent against 
the French franc. 
Dealers said the main factors 
in the slide were the $181 million 
U S. trade deficit in March and 
political uncertainty, inflation 
and the effects of higher fuel 
costs. 
In Frankfurt, the dollar closed 
at 2.4475 West German marks, 
compared to 2.4670 at Friday’s 
market close. One factor here 
was the expectation that West 
Germany will this week an­ 
nounce a March trade surplus of 
some $2.8 billion 
In London, the pound sterling 
jumped to $2 4332 from Friday’s 
close of $2 4100. hitting its best 
level in six months. 
In Zurich, the dollar bought 
2.9210 Swiss francs against 2.9650 
Friday.

Rules Destroyed Big Ten 


The Big Eight's policy of 45 tenders a year to football 


players, plus red-shirting, made that conference a domi- 
nant force in collegiate gridiron warfare, according to 
former Michigan State coach Duffy Daugherty. 


The Big Ten Conference, in which Daugherty toiled 


for many seasons, had been generally recognized as tops 
in the nation. "But we adopted rules that were really 
restrictive and ridiculous," he explained while in Lincoln 
for a speaking engagement Saturday. 


He said that's why he became disenchanted with 


recruiting. "We've had a 30-limit on tenders for years," 
Daugherty said. "That put a higher premium on getting 
blue chip players and by blue chip I mean a player who 
has the ability to win for you as a sophomore. 


"With 45 you could have marginal players physically 


and in mental alertness and hope for 25 good ones. That 
gives you 90 every two years and you could have 30 red- 
shirts and have a good scoring team." 


He said the Big Eight's recent record proves its rules 


were better than those in the Big Ten "The Big Eight has 
had more good teams than any conference in the coun- 
try," he stated. 


"With 30 there is no margin for injuries or academic 


failures," Daugherty said. 


Of course, the Big Eight now is preparing to knuckle 


under an NCAA rule that will become effective in 1976. It 
will limit recruiting to 30 initial tenders each year and a 
total of just 105 getting financial aid at any one time. 


That means you're either going to have to take fewer 


than 30 at times ... or recruit some academic risks and 
hope you lose them if you are to stay under the limit It 
virtually eliminates red-shirting. 


Although there is no indication the NCAA will relent 


on its 105 limit, Nebraska coach Tom Osborne would like 
to see a 30 limit each remitting year and no ceiling on 
total tenders in force. This would enable red-shirting to 
continue by those schools which want to do so. 


Michigan, Ohio Alums Help 


Daugherty said the reason Michigan and Ohio State 


have been able to remain comparatively competitive un- 
der the Big Ten's restrictions is that both teams over the 
years have had a relatively low injury rate to key per- 
sonnel. 


Additionally, they've been getting the superior 


athlete ... quick, with size and speed ... because their 
alumni groups are so well organized. Both are located in 
densly populated states where good high school football is 
played. 


"Getting summer jobs for prospects is the most in- 


fluential thing in helping a young man make a college 
choice," Daugherty said. "That's where organized alumni 
do the most good." 


The only NCAA rule on summer jobs is that the 


athlete must be paid at the so-called "going rate," but 
Daugherty says "you can get around that by writing a job 
description." 


He mentioned that Southern California and UCLA 


benefit from the "going rate"' rule because of the high 
rate of pay in Los Angeles and Hollywood. "Both of them 
have been checked out by the NCAA, but the rules allow a 
lot of leeway/' he added. 


Daugherty has long been an advocate of a college 


football playoff to determine the national championship, 
but he doesn't think there'll ever be one that involves 
bowl games. 


He believes the solution would be to pick four teams 


after the bowls have been played. Have them practice on 
campus, leave on Friday after New Year's Day and play 
the next day. Then, play the final game on the day before 
the Super Bowl. 


He suggests the "big bundle'' of money a television 


contract would provide be divided equally among the 120 
schools playing a major schedule. He estimates this would 
be between $50,000 and $60.000, a figure that would help 
put many of those schools" athletic budgets in the black. 
The participating teams would get only a share of the ac- 
tual gate receipts to defray expenses.

Omaha — As Ak-Sar-Ben prepares for its 


55-day horse race meeting, John Maluvius has 
completed what may rank as his toughest chore 
as racing secretary — assigning stall space. 


When Ak-Sar-Ben begins its first racing day 


Tuesday with a 4 p.m. post, almost 1,300 horses 
will have been assigned stall space. Naturally, 
the owners who didn't receive spare for their 
horses will be unhappy, but Maluvius has taken 
precautions to make certain all Nebraskans 
have received fair treatment. 


"We have an agreement with the HBPA 


(Horsemen's Benevolent and Protective 
Association) that we stall close to 1.200 horses 
here," he said. "But it's hard to stay close to 
that figure It's tough to close out local people. 


If we strictly used that 1,200 figure we'd have to 
close out too many people that also run at 
Fonner Park. Lincoln. Columbus and Atokad. 


"We still screen out bad horses, but if we 


stayed real close to that 1,200 figure, a lot of 
horses wouldn't get a chance to run," he con- 
tinued. "And then they wouldn't qualify for the 
next meet (at Lincoln) We try to do this as fair- 
ly as we can " 


That's evident from Tuesday's card of nine 


races as Nebraska-owned horses are abundant 


"Our opening-day feature this year is a lot 


better than it was last year," he said of the $10.- 
000 Inaugural Handicap for 3-year-olds over S'-z- 
furlongs. 


The major question in the Inaugural is how 


will Ken Opstein's Princely Pleasure perform in 
his first 1974 appearance? 


As a 2-year-old last year. Princely Pleasure

Song 
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Rules Destroyed Big Ten 


The Big Eight’s policy of 45 tenders a year to football 
players, plus red-shirting. made that conference a domi­ 
nant force in collegiate gridiron warfare, according to 
former Michigan State coach Duffy Daugherty 


The Big Ten Conference, in which Daugherty toiled 
for many seasons, had been generally recognized as tops 
in the nation. “ But we adopted rules that were really 
restrictive and ridiculous,” he explained while in Lincoln 
for a speaking engagement Saturday. 


He said that's why he became disenchanted with 
recruiting. 
We’ve had a 30-limit on tenders for years,” 
Daugherty said. "That put a higher premium on getting 
blue chip players and by blue chip I mean a player who 
has the ability to win for you as a sophomore 
“With 45 you could have marginal players physically 
and in mental alertness and hope for 25 good ones. That 
gives you 90 every two years and you could have 30 red- 
shirts and have a good scoring team ” 
He said the Big Eight’s recent record proves its rules 
were better than those in the Big Ten "The Big Eight has 
had more good teams than any conference in the coun­ 
try. " he stated. 


“ With 30 there is no margin for injuries or academic 
failures,” Daugherty said. 


Of course, the Big Eight now is preparing to knuckle 
under an NCAA rule that will become effective in 1976. It 
will limit recruiting to 30 initial tenders each year and a 
total of just 105 getting financial aid at any one time 
That means you re either going to have to take fewer 
than 30 at times ... or recruit some academic risks and 
hope you lose them if you are to stay under the limit It 
virtually eliminates red-shirting. 


Although there is no indication the NCAA will relent 
on its 105 limit, Nebraska coach Tom Osborne would like 
to see a 30 limit each recrutiing year and no ceiling on 
total tenders in force. This would enable red-shirting to 
continue by those schools which want to do so. 


Michigan, Ohio Alums Help 


Daugherty said the reason Michigan and Ohio State 
have been able to remain comparatively competitive un­ 
der the Big Ten’s restrictions is that both teams over the 
years have had a relatively low injury rate to key per­ 
sonnel. 
Additionally, they've been getting the superior 
athlete . . . quick, with size and speed . .. because their 
alumni groups are so well organized Both are located in 
densly populated states where good high school football is 
played. 


"Getting summer jobs for prospects is the most in­ 
fluential thing in helping a young man make a college 
choice,” Daugherty said. “ That’s where organized alumni 
do the most good.” 


The only NCAA rule on summer jobs is that the 
athlete must be paid at the so-called "going rate,” but 
Daugherty says "you can get around that by writing a job 
description.” 
He mentioned that Southern California and UCLA 
benefit from the "going rate” rule because of the high 
rate of pay in Los Angeles and Hollywood. "Both of them 
have been checked out by the NCAA, but the rules allow a 
lot of leeway,” he added. 


Daugherty has long been an advocate of a college 
football playoff to determine the national championship, 
but he doesn’t think there’ll ever be one that involves 
bowl games. 


He believes the solution would be to pick four teams 
after the bowls have been played. Have them practice on 
campus, leave on Friday after New Year's Day and play 
the next day. Then, play the final game on the day before 
the Super Bowl. 
He suggests the "big bundle” of money a television 
contract would provide be divided equally among the 120 
schools playing a major schedule. He estimates this would 
be between $50,000 and $60.000. a figure that would help 
put many of those schools' athletic budgets in the black. 
The participating teams would get only a share of the ac­ 
tual gate receipts to defray expenses. 


Ron Mix, director of player 
personnel for the WFL Portland 
Storms, said There is absolute­ 
ly no truth to the assertion of 
johnny Rodgers and his agent, 
M ichael Troop, that the 
Portland franchise has made an 
offer for Rodgers’ services.

“ We still screen out bad horses, but if we 
stayed real close to that 1.200 figure, a lot of 
horses wouldn’t get a chance to run," he con­ 
tinued “ And then they wouldn't qualify for the 
next meet (at Lincoln) We try to do this as fair­ 
ly as we can ” 
That s evident from Tuesday's card of nine 
races as Nebraska-owned horses are abundant 


“Our opening-dav feature this year is a lot 
better than it was last year,’ he said of the $10.- 
000 Inaugural Handicap for 3-year-olds over 51 z- 
furlongs 


The major question in the Inaugural is how 
will Ken Opstein’s Princely Pleasure perform in 
his first 1974 appearance?

Remember those old Hollywood thrillers where the college 
football player was portrayed with an IQ only a couple notches 
higher than an ape0 You can still see them on late night televi­ 
sion but don't try to relate that image to present-day football. 
It's not the same game. 


Today ’s football player usually places high in the academic 
ranks. He has to. Although brawn and muscle are handy in­ 
gredients to have on the gridiron, today’s football player also 
has to be able to think, rationalize and react. He more resembles 
a finely-tuned computer than an ape with a helmet. 


Nebraska's wingback. Ritch Bahe is a prime example of the 
former. Deceptively small at 5-10. 180, Bahe doesn't believe his 
size hinders him among the behemoths who pass as defensemen 
in college ball. 
“ I rely on agility more than strength.” the quiet-spoken 
Bahe says. " I’m not the kind of player who can run over 
anybody so I try to think of how to avoid him. I try to get around 
him and not leave him with a clear shot of me.” 
Bahe credits his understudy period to Heisman trophy 
winner Johnny Rodgers as a great boost to his game He ab­ 
sorbed a lot in technique by watching him. 
“ Playing second team had its disadvantages,” he says. 
“ When you haven’t run with the ball very much you get a little 
rusty and it takes time to work back into the groove 


"But I still learned a lot by watching Johnny run,” he in­ 
sists. "For example, he never followed the same pattern twice. 
He wouldn’t stereotype himself by coming off the line the same 
way. That keeps the defense from reading you.” 


Like Rodgers, Bahe s favorite play is Nebraska's counter­ 
trap — the inside reverse He has good reason for liking that 
play It broke the game open against UCLA in Nebraska’s first 
game last year and also snapped a 3-3 tie against Texas in the 
Cotton Bowl and sent the Huskers in front to stay. 
"That's probably my best play,” the fleet-footed wingback 
says. “ If everything clicks I can usually get a lot of yardage out 
of it ” 
Against Texas it was a 12-yard run set up by Bob Thornton’s 
return of Mike Dean’s missed field goal to the NU 41. Maury 
Damkroger picked up 11 yards on the next play, Tony Davis 12 
and Bahe caught a 17-yard pass from Steve Runty before swivel- 
hipping his way through the Texas’ secondary for the score. 


"That was my best game, I think,” Bahe says. "We all 
worked well together like a team and it was a reward for all of 
us. We all worked hard towards that game. 


“ We were really let down after losing to Oklahoma.” he 
says He shifts his shoulders uncomfortably. “ It’s been a long 
time since Nebraska's offense has been shut-off We felt like we 
were disgraced because we played that game on national televi­ 
sion so we really looked forward to the Cotton Bowl as a chance 
to redeem ourselves " 
This year Bahe is definitely looking forward to the 
Oklahoma game. It's revenge time and revenge can play an aw­ 
ful lot in getting a team up for a game 
“ That (revenge) has an awful lot going for us,’ Bahe says 
“ That’s part of the mental aspect of the game We’ve got them 
up here and that should also help a lot. We'll have the crowd 
behind us and that should really get everybody up for the 
game.” 


Bahe doesn’t hesitate when asked for an opinion of the 
Nebraska team for the fall. 


“ We have more experience on the offense this year,’ he 
explains. “ Our offense is quicker and I'm sure that come fall our 
defense will once again stop the teams. We should have a really 
good year. That’s my goal It’s not so much personal as it is a 
team goal. I want to help get our team back to the 1970-71 stan­ 
dards where we re the top team around.” 
One thing that rankles Bahe is the suggestion that football is 
brutal and demeaning to the American youth He doesn t feel 
that’s true at all 
“ I feel football’s a proud game.” he says. "It helps you to 
develop a lot of pride in yourself There's a lot of deep-meaning 
to it You work with people and learn how to exert yourself in 
practices. It's a lesson to be learned that tells you a lot about 
life. 


"It also helps youth by giving them something to get in­ 
volved in and something constructive to do,” he continues. 
"You sometimes get some people who just want to prove how 
tough they are, but the main thing is that it helps to develop 
strong minds.” 


With that, he turned and walked with quick, sure steps 
down the long tunnel leading to the Husker dressing rooms. A 
confident man and one who shows that football players are not 
just mindless hunks of meat. High ideals, and a player who 
thinks. 
Derby Trial Stakes Another Meaningless Race? 


LOUISVILLE, Ky. 
AP> - Tuesday's 
$2U.U00-added Derby Trial Stakes, with Ga 
Hai heading a field of seven, probably will be 
another meaningless one as far as the 100th 
Kentucky Derby is concerned. 
Although the one-mile Trial once was a 
prime prep race for the Derby, its impor­ 
tance has paled in the last 20 years, with 
most horsemen prefering their final prep a 
little earlier. 
Laguna Seca Ranch's Ga Hai. winner of a 
division of the Gold Rush Stakes, will try and 
find out how well he can handle the 


Churchill Downs track, which is much san­ 
dier than those on the West Coast. 
Along with Lee Matherne's Crimson Ruler 
and W C’ Partee s Perfect Aim. he will 
carry top weight of 122 pounds, four less 
than for the Derby on Saturday. 
Most of the others in the Trial aren't con­ 
sidered probable Derby starters, although 
Herman Udouj said Monday he is con­ 
sidering giving his To The Rescue a Derby 
start if he shows well in the Trial. 
"We re also still considering starting Silver 
Hope on Saturday, although we won t start 


either horse if we don't have at least a shot at 
fourth money.” Udouj said. 
Also in the field for the Trial are the Albert 
Risen entry of Robard and King of Rome, 
and Charles E. Constant's Gallant Cord. 


Mrs. Joe W. Brown s Prove Lively had 
been entered for the Trial, but trainer 
Forrest Kaelin said the colt “ hit his right 
front leg somehow” and is out of both the 
Trial and the Derby. 
Most of the top candidates for the Derby 
are stabled within a few yards of each other, 


but Partee's Arkansas Derby winner, J R s 
Pet. is an exception 
Trainer Harold “ Baldy” Tinker has his 
usual barn next door to the isolation shed 
where winners of races are tested after every 
race.

establishing Professional S t a n - 


d a r d s Review Organizations 
(PSRO). The law applies to care 
paid for by Medicare, Medicaid 
and some other government 
programs. 


The house also authorized as- 


sociation representatives to the 
American Medical Association 
to ask that group to work for 
repeal. 


A member of the AMA board 


of trustees said earlier however, 
that it appears more feasible to 
amend rather than to repeal the 
review law which is expected to 
trigger extensive debate at a 
June AMA meeting in Chicago. 


Dr. John Coe of Omaha, state 


association president, said phy- 
sicians who continue to support 
outright repeal do so because 


they want to state their opposi- 
tion to PSRO in the strongest 
possible terms. 


"Doctors are concerned the 


quality of medical care will be 
affected if it becomes entangled 
with the cost-control objectives 
of the PSRO law," said Dr. 
Harry W. McFadden Jr. of 
Omaha, speaker of the associ- 
ation's House of Delegates.

previously as its first director of 
treatment. 


Vitek said at the news con- 


ference he was not of the "new 
breed'1 of corrections reformers 
and indicated he would review 
Nebraska's penal system with 
special consideration of types of 
custody. 


In the past five years "there 


has been a de-emphasizing of 
mortar projects. As a result.. . 
the bncks and mortar have been 
curtailed to the deteriment of 
the inmates . . . and there is a 
need for deinstitutionalization," 
he said. 


Vitek will replace Victor 


Walker, who resigned in January 
to return to Alabama. 


Vitek has been in corrections 


work since 1959. At 27 he 
became the nation's youngest 
warden when he was put in 
charge of the Poniiac branch of 
the Illinois prison system. 


Six months after being named 


warden of the New Hampshire 
prison, Vitek imposed a two- 
month lockup and shakedown 
which yielded a quantity of 
weapons and drugs. 


The lockup was ended under 


threat of a court order.

treatment. 


Vitek said at the news con­ 
ference he was not of the "new 
breed" of corrections reformers 
and indicated he would review 
Nebraska's penal system with 
special consideration of types of 
custody. 
In the past five years "there 
has been a de-emphasizing of 
mortar projects. As a result .. . 
the bricks and mortar have been 
curtailed to the deteriment of 
the inmates . . . and there is a 
need for deinstitutionalization,” 
he said. 
Vitek will replace Victor 
Walker, who resigned in January 
to return to Alabama 
Vitek has been in corrections 
work since 1959. At 27 he 
became the nation’s youngest 
warden when he was put in 
charge of the Pontiac branch of 
the Illinois prison system 
Six months after being named 
warden of the New Hampshire 
prison, Vitek imposed a two- 
month lockup and shakedown 
which yielded a quantity of 
weapons and drugs. 
The lockup was ended under 
threat of a court order.

Luedtke Requests State Inspections Of Reformatory 


By DON WALTON 
Star Staff Writer 


In order to dramatize the need for replace- 


ment of the Men's Reformatory, Sen. 
Roland Luedtke of Lincoln has requested the 
state to conduct fire, safety and health in- 
spections of the facility. 


Luedtke asked state officials to advise the 


Legislature's Judiciary Committee as soon as 
possible "whether or not the Reformatory 
unit is a safe and healthy facility for in- 
carcerating individuals." 


Specifically, Luedtke asked \vhether the 


facility meets fire and safety laws, rules and 
regulations for life safety, and requirements 
related to sanitary, plumbing, heating, elec- 
trical and structural conditions. 


Luedtke will make the request in formal 


letters to the state fire marshal and the state 
health director. 


"We want to know whether the situation is 


as bad as we have been led to believe," the 
Judiciary Committee chairman said. 


Later, he hopes to obtain a similar report 


on the Penitentiary, he said. 


Luedtke's action was announced in an ad- 


dress to a Lutheran Laymen's League 
meeting at Bancroft Sunday night. The text 
was released in Lincoln Monday. 


Luedtke expressed disappointment at the 


continuing inability to obtain funding for 
construction of new facilities to replace the 
Reformatory. 


" Unfortunatelv, correctional reform is not 


a popular political issue at any time and I can 
certainly understand why both gubernatorial 
candidates (J. James) Exon and (Richard) 
Marvel have conveniently avoided voting for 
spending any money for capital construction 
for penal reform this election year," he said. 


"But how can you explain the fact that all 


concerned say we desperately need to 
replace the Men's Reformatory in Lincoln 
with a more modern facility in order to carry 
out the community and programmatic ap- 
proach agreed upon in our analysis of correc- 
tional needs presented to the Legislature 
way brck in January of 1973? 


"Yet 
today we are no further along in 


realizing that goal than we were when my 
committee visited the 'Rotting Reformatory' 
in July of 1971." 


The Legislature's Appropriations Com- 


mittee, chaired by Marvel, failed to provide 
any funding for a new prison this year. 


And Governor Exon vetoed a bill which 


contained Luedtke's latest compromise ef- 
fort — a $500,000 appropriation to plan and 
program for regional jails. 


That veto represented "yet another failure 


on the part of Governor Exon to realize that 
any worthwhile progress in legislation is the 
art of compromise," Luedtke said. 


As tar as he is concerned, Luedtke said, 


"there is no need for any more conferences 
with either the governor or his staff nor the 
chairman of the Appropriations Committee 
nor his staff." 


Instead, Luedtke said, he will take his plea 


directly to Nebraska's citizens. 


.The degree to which Nebraska will 


achieve any measure of success in penal 
reform will be directly proportionate to 
citizen interest, participation and understan 
ding of issues involved in the entire area of 
law enforcement, justice and corrections," 
he said, repeating a statement he made as 
long ago as 1971. 


" . . When we come to the showdown in 


1975, let concerned citizens from one end of 
this state to the other speak out; let them 
contact their duly elected representatives 
and urge the Legislature to act positively and 
decisively in the area of correctional moder- 
nization

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Luedtke Requests State Inspections Of Reformatory

In order to dramatize the need for replace­ 
ment of the Men's Reformatory. Sen 
Roland Luedtke of Lincoln has requested the 
state to conduct fire, safety and health in­ 
spections of the facility. 


Luedtke asked state officials to advise the 
Legislature’s Judiciary Committee as soon as 
possible “ whether or not the Reformatory 
unit is a safe and healthy facility for in­ 
carcerating individuals.” 


Specifically, Luedtke asked whether the 
facility meets fire and safety laws, rules and 
regulations for life safety, and requirements 
related to sanitary', plumbing, heating, elec­ 
trical and structural conditions. 


Luedtke will make the request in formal 
letters to the state fire marshal and the state 
health director. 
We want to know whether the situation is 
as bad as we have been led to believe,” the 
Judiciary Committee chairman said. 


Later, he hopes to obtain a similar report 
on the Penitentiary, he said. 


Luedtke's action was announced in an ad­ 
dress to a Lutheran Laymen’s League 
meeting at Bancroft Sunday night The text 
was released in Lincoln Monday. 
Luedtke expressed disappointment at the 
continuing inability to obtain funding for 
construction of new facilities to replace the 
Reformatory. 
“ I nfortunatelv, correctional reform is not 


a popular political issue at any time and I can 
certainly understand why both gubernatorial 
candidates (J. James) Exon and (Richard) 
Marvel have conveniently avoided voting for 
spending any money for capital construction 
for penal reform this election year.” he said 
“ But how can you explain the fact that all 
concerned say we desperately need to 
replace the Men’s Reformatory' in Lincoln 
with a more modern facility in order to carry 
out the community and programmatic ap­ 
proach agreed upon in our analysis of correc­ 
tional needs presented to the Legislature 
way back in January of 1973? 


“ Yet today we are no further along in 
realizing that goal than we were when my 
committee visited the ‘Rotting Reformatory’ 
in July of 1971.” 


The Legislatures Appropriations Com­ 
mittee, chaired by Marvel, failed to provide 
any funding for a new prison this year. 


And Governor Exon vetoed a bill which 
contained Luedtke’s latest compromise ef­ 
fort — a $500,000 appropriation to plan and 
program for regional jails. 


That veto represented “ yet another failure 
on the part of Governor Exon to realize that 
any worthwhile progress in legislation is the 
art of compromise.” Luedtke said 


As tar as he is concerned, Luedtke said, 
“ there is no need for any more conferences 
with either the governor or his staff nor the 
chairman of the Appropriations Committee 
nor his staff." 


Instead. Luedtke said, he will take his plea 
directly to Nebraska’s citizens. 


“ . . . The degree to which Nebraska wall 
achieve any measure of success in penal 
reform will be directly proportionate to 
citizen interest, participation and understan­ 
ding of issues involved in the entire area of 
law enforcement, justice and corrections, 
he said, repeating a statement he made as 
long ago as 1971.

Ankara (UPI) — A Turkish 
appeals court upheld the life 
sentences imposed on three 
Americans convicted of hashish 
smuggling.

In dollars and cents, the Exon- 
Whelan campaign thus far has 
out-spent and out-solicited all 
their competitors, according to 
finance reports filed with the 
secretary of state. 


The committee seeking to 
elect Democrat Gov. J. James 
Exon and Gerald Whelan as 
Exon’s lieutenant governor 
reported $30,073 in con­ 
tributions, $9,408 in expen­ 
ditures and a balance of $20,065. 
Add to that another $2,531 
reported in the Citizens for Exon 
fund. 


By contrast, Sen. Terry 
Carpenter, who is challenging 
Whelan for the No. 2 spot on the 
Democratic ticket, reported $2,- 
135 at his disposal, and $1,415 of 
that is listed as his own money. 
Sen Richard Marvel, the un­ 
opposed candidate for the 
Republican gubernatorial 
nomination, reported $8,696 in 
contributions Some $5,000 of 
that was Marvel’s money, too 
For Exon and 'Whelan, the 
report listed 144 contributors 
who typically gave $100 each 
Among those were some ap­ 
pointees of the Exon administra­ 
tion. including Liquor Com­ 
missioner Edward Robinson. 
Douglas County Election Com­ 
missioner Mike Boyle and 
Banking Director Henry Ley. 


The biggest contributors to the 
Exon-Whelan effort were 
William Whelan of Sacramento. 
Calif., $500; Morrison Grain Co. 
of Hastings, $500, and Michael 
Hogan of Papillion, who donated 
$600 worth of office space. 


Financial reports from the 
other Democratic lieutenant 
governor candidates had not 
arrived at tne secretary’ of state’s 
office by late Monday afternoon 
In the other major hotly con­ 
tested race, the contest for the 
Republican congressional 
nomination from the Third 
District, the reports indicated 
there are at least four candidates 
with 
substantial 
financial 
backing. 


James Wenger, a Grand Island 
insurance man, reported $9,925 
in contributions from 79 people, 
chiefly in the Grand Island area. 
One of those giving to Wenger 
was former Gov. Robert Crosby 
of Lincoln 


The Stromer for Congress 
Committee reported con­ 
tributions totaling $10,752 ($7,- 
000 of that was loaned to the 
committee by Stromer.) After 
expenses, the committee 
reported a $3,456 balance 


The Waldron for Congress 
Committee claimed $6,414 in 
contributions and a $1,399 
balance. The Political Action for 
Education Committee (PACE) 
gave the Waldron committee $1,- 
900. and Sen. John DeCamp gave 
$200 . 


In his individual report. 
Waldron, who like Stromer is 
leaving the Legislature to run for 
the congressional seat being 
vacated by Rep. Dave Martin, 
reported a $5,000 loan from Bert 
Fochtman. an Arnold farmer, 
and $555 of his own money for 
the campaign, 


Ttfe Don Blank for Congress 
Committee claimed $7,045 in 


proceeds from an April 3 fund­ 
raising dinner That boosted his 
total contributions to $10,967. 
After expenses his balance was 
reported to be $3,546 


Jack Langford of Keamev and 
Gerald Lundby of Hildreth 
reported little in the way of con­ 
tributions. Mrs. Haven Smith’s 
report was not on file when the 
check was made.
